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The Old Pass of Trossachs leads right 
through the heart of that beautifully wooded 
stretch of country which lies between Lochs 
Achray and Katrine. Flere, as the diligent 
reader of Scott's “ Lady of the Lake " will 
remember, was the scene of the end of the 
chase, where Fitzjames’ horse foundered 
and left him stranded near Loch Katrine 
in the neighbourhood of Ellen’s Isle. 
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
